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Iraq endgame begins 



Six years into war, U.S. 
is moving closer to exit

BAGHDAD Six years after the U.S. invaded 
Iraq, the end of America’s costly mission is in 
sight, but the future of this tortured country 
is much less clear. 

With violence down sharply, most Iraqis 
feel more secure than at nearly anytime since 
the war began March 20, 2003 —March 19 in 
the U.S. 

But violence still continues at levels that 
most other countries would find alarming. 
Last week, suicide bombers killed a total 
of 60 people in two separate attacks in the 
Baghdad area, and an American soldier was 
fatally injured Monday on a combat mission 
in the capital. 

Both the Sunni and Shiite communities 
face internal power struggles that are likely 
to intensify ahead of national elections late 
this year. Sunni-Shiite slaughter has abated. 


I ATTACKS DOWN 

I Violence is down 90 percent since early 
I 2007. In February, the U.S. military recorded 
I 367 attacks nationwide, compared with 
I 1,286 for the same month last year, 

I according to Lt. Col. Brian Tribus, a 
I U.S. spokesman. 

but genuine reconciliation remains elusive. 

“There is no harmony among Iraqi leaders,” 
said Kurdish lawmaker Mahmoud Othman. 
“Their work depends on their mood.” 

At the same time, U.S. troops are due to 
leave by September 2010, with all American 
soldiers gone by the following year. 

In the final stage of the war, America’s chal- 
lenge will be to prevent ethnic and sectarian 
competition from exploding into violence on 
the scale that plunged the nation to the brink 
of all-out civil war two years ago. 

Damage control is a far less ambitious goal 
than the Bush administration foresaw when 
the U.S. launched the invasion with an air- 
strike on Dora Farms in southern Baghdad in 


a failed attempt to kill Saddam Hussein. 

Missing Saddam in the opening moments 
of the conflict set the tone for what became a 
war of missteps and disappointments before 
the tide turned in 2007. 

The war was launched to deny Saddam 
weapons of mass destruction and when events 
proved he had none, the goal shifted— to 


establish a Western-style democracy in the 
heart of the Middle East. That goal was only 
partially achieved. 

Now, the U.S. hopes it can leave without the 
country disintegrating into chaos and that Iraq 
will be strong enough to fend off interference 
by neighboring countries —notably Iran— and 
protect itself from a resurgent A 1 Qaeda.

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CHICAGO BREWERS 
TRYING TO REMAKE 
CITY AS BEER CAPITAL

REDEYE 

For a town that loves beer, Chicago makes little of 
its own. 

Until recently, Goose Island was the only brew- 
ery in Chicago making packaged beer. The major 
brewpubs in the city limits— Goose Island’s bars 
in Lincoln Park and WrigleyviUe, Rock Bottom 
Brewery downtown and Pieee in Wicker Park— seem 
few considering Chicago’s boozy reputation. 

Once an important brewery town, Chicago never 
has managed to reclaim its pre -Prohibition glory 
days, but a few entrepreneurs will be damned if they 
don’t try Two new breweries. Metropolitan Brewing 
and Half Acre Beer Company, have opened in 
Chicago in recent months with dreams of restoring 
the city’s neighborhood brewing tradition, a passion 
project if ever there was one given the traU of failed 
microbreweries that have come before them. 

“I want Chicago to be known as a craft beer 
mecca because of what’s made here, not what’s 
shipped here,” said Tracy Hurst, half of the husband- 
wife team behind Metropolitan Brewing (ji2i N. 
Ravenswood Ave.), which operates out of a former 
auto body shop in Ravenswood and brewed its first 
batch of beer in December. 

Half Acre, which brewed its first batch in its 
new North Center brewery (4257 N. Lincoln Ave.) 
in February, has brought the number of packaging 
breweries in Chicago to three. 

“There was a void in Chicago,” Half Acre co- 
owner Gabriel Magliaro said. “I would never have 
opened a brewery in Denver because there are too 
breweries within 100 miles.” 

Metropolitan Brewing, which expects to produce 
about 840 barrels of beer in its first year (it has the 
capacity to make 1,440 barrels annually), and Half 
Acre, currendy producing 900 barrels per year (capac- 
ity; 4,000 barrels), are tiny in the grand beer scheme. 
Goose Island, which ranked 25th among all beer com- 
panies in 2007 beer sales by volume, produced 99,700 
barrels last year (capacity; 140,000 barrels). 

Half Acre, founded two years ago, previously had 
contracted with a brewery in Wisconsin to produce 
its beer as the company got on its feet. The new 
North Center digs fulfill a long-awaited goal of mak- 
ing Half Acre a Chicago neighborhood brewery “to 
bring back that intimacy between brewer and con-

Sumer,” Magliaro, 30, said. 

Meantime, a massive gut rehab project is under 
way in Logan Square, where Revolution Brewing, a 
brewpub, hopes to open by the fall in a former news- 
paper printing plant. 

“The response has been overwhelming,” said co- 
owner Josh Deth, 34, who also owns Handlebar, a 
Wicker Park restaurant/bar. “Chicago had a hole to 
be filled.” 

Moonshine in Wicker Park also is getting back on 
the brewpub scene after taking its brewery offline six 
weeks ago for renovations. The restaurant expects 
to make all its beers available again in the next two 
weeks, brewmaster Bob KittreU said. 

The new projects come as Americans’ appetite for 
craft beer has grown. 

Craft beer accounted for 4 percent of the U.S. 
beer market last year, up from 2.3 percent five years 
before, according to the Brewers Association, a craft 


beer trade group based in Boulder, Colo. Non-craft 
domestic brews have been flat and imported beer 
is down. 

But Chicago has a long way to go before it can out- 
brew other cities. Portland, Ore., with 30 breweries, 
has the most in the country and is known in beer 
geek circles as “Beervana.” 

Home to the oldest brewing school in the country 
(Siebel Institute ofTechnolo^ and World Brewing, 
in Lincoln Park), Chicago is known for its excellent 
beer bars. And it’s poised to become a major player 
on the big beer stage, with MikerCoors expected to 
move its corporate headquarters to 250 S. Wacker 
Drive this summer. 

Once upon a time, though, Chicago was one of 
the most important brewing cities in the country. 
Before Prohibition, there were 50 to 60 brewer- 
ies operating in the city at once, said Bob Skdnik, 
author of “Beer; A History of Brewing in Chicago.”

Old Style wants Chicagoans to remember the 
beer that raised them. 

A new campaign touting Old Style as 
Chicago’s neighborhood beer includes new 
packaging and a return to “kraeusening,” a 
German double-fermentation process meant 
to make the beer richer. 

Old Style was kraeusened from its 1902 
founding in La Crosse, Wis., until it was pur- 
chased by Stroh’s Brewery in 1996. Pabst, 
which acquired the brand in 1999, said it’s 
bringing kraeusening back at the urging of 
loyal customers. 

The new Old Style is more expensive to 
produce, and many retailers are raising the 
price. At Binny’s, for example, a case of 24 
cans now costs $16.99, up from $12.99. 
Consumers likely won’t feel the price hike 
at bars, Pabst executives say 

Once Chicago’s most popular beer. Old 
Style lost prominence in the ’90s, due in part 
to lowered prices that made some people 
think they were getting a worse beer, said 
Pabst CEO Kevin Kotecki. Nor did Pabst 
have the budget or inclination for flashy 
advertising that drove beer drinkers to 
Budweiser and Miller. 

The new packaging— with a brick 
motif inspired by Chicago brown- 
stones— and new radio and billboard 
ads using the “Think local. Drink local” 
slogan aim to rustle up hometown loy- 
alty 

“We need to remind people of what 
this brand is about,” said Bradley Kittle, 
Pabst’s chief marketing officer, alexia

But when Chicago went dry, the brewer- 
ies closed, and post-Prohibition efforts to 
revive them fell flat. The craft beer craze of 
the 1990S spawned some microbreweries, but 
many suffered problems with inconsistent 
beer, underfunding or inadequate distribu- 
tion, Skilnik said. 

The last two packaging breweries in 
Chicago were Chicago Brewing Co. in 
Bucktown (1989-1996) and Pavichevich 
Brewing Co. in Elmhurst (1988-1997), both 
of which succumbed to financing problems. 
Goose Island, which opened its Clybourn 
Avenue brewpub in 1988 and started packag- 
ing its beer in 1995, has been Chicago’s lone 
packaged beer ever since. “It’s been a little sur- 
prising there haven’t been more considering 
it’s such a beer town, but it’s really expensive 
to do business in Chicago,” said Goose Island 


brewmaster Greg 

Hall, son of founder John Hall. 

Goose Island has been smart about distri- 
bution, Skilnik said. Now part of Anheuser- 
Busch’s distribution network, it is available in 
14 states, plus England and Sweden. 

Half Acre is available in 175 bars and stores 
in Chicago, while Metro is in 30 bars and 
stores in Chicago and in the suburbs. 

Skilnik, a believer in drinking local, hopes 
Chicago’s new brewers are successful, but said 
his message to the Hursts of Metropolitan 
Brewing was: “God Bless you kids, I think 
you’re crazy” 

Doug and Tracy Hurst say they’ve learned 
from the mistakes of their brewing predeces- 
sors. But the amount of work the couple is 
shouldering, with the occasional help of vol- 
unteers, does, arguably, seem a bit crazy. 


When they’re not brewing beer, the Hursts 
are filling bottles, slapping labels on the bot- 
tles, folding cardboard cases and— more often 
than not— cleaning, they said. 

“I think right now we’re getting paid about 
$i an hour, maybe less,” Doug Hurst, 40, said 
before sprinting off to check the temperature 
on a vat of wort— a water-and-grain mixture 
that, after fermentation, will become beer. 

“If we weren’t doing it together, we’d never 
see each other,” Tracy Hurst, 36, said as she 
cut keg collars. 

The Hursts are blogging about their experi- 
ence (metrobrewing.blogspot.com) in hopes 
it can serve as a “blueprint” for others, Tracy 
Hurst said. 

“We’re taking a huge risk doing this,” she 
said, “but as far as I’m concerned, that’s what

While commuters dodged potholes on major 
thoroughfares like Stony Island Avenue and 55th 
Street on Wednesday just a few feet away on the 
less-traveled lanes winding through Washington 
Park, the air was redolent with hot, fresh asphalt. 

Dozens of city workers marshaled a parade of 
trucks and heavy equipment, hustling to repave 
Rainey and Payne Drives, part of what one 
Chicago Department of Transportation worker 
on site called “the Olympic plan.” 

An International Olympic Committee team 
arrives the beginning of April to scrutinize 
Chicago’s suitability to host the 2016 Games. 
When they arrive, the international officials will 
see smooth, pitch-black pavement ringing the 
Washington Park ball fields where Mayor Daley 
wants to build an Olympic stadium. 

The work raised questions for some who fear 
taxpayers will suffer as the city directs scarce 
resources toward impressing Olympic officials. 

The city workers and contractors were rac- 
ing to finish this project, even as Chicago is 
forgoing resurfacing projects on major streets 
because of funding shortfalls. Just this week, city 
Transportation Commissioner Thomas Byrne 
lamented that the city had been forced to patch 
thousands of potholes rather than resurface 
streets because of a three-year decline in state 
funding for paving arterial roads. 

However, responding to questions Wednesday 
afternoon from the Tribune, the transportation 
department disclosed that the Washington 
Park project was part of the plan to resurface 
39 miles of city streets in 2009. The plan started 
Wednesday with the Washington Park work as 
well as patching of two short sections of North 
Michigan Avenue, spokesman Brian Steele said. 

The city had released a traffic advisory 
Wednesday morning noting the work, he said. 
But that notice mentioned only the Michigan 
Avenue repairs.

CTA SLOWS IT DOWN 

Hot-and-cold weather plays havoc with 60-year-old tracks

CTA trains are again operating at lower 
speeds over more track because of an 
increase in potentially unsafe conditions, 
a discouraging about-face for a transit 
agency that has worked hard for more than 
a year redirecting limited funds to reduce 
slow zones. 

About 19 miles of track are under slow- 
zone orders, according to the latest CTA 
rail customer impact map. 

That’s up from 15 miles systemwide in 
December. It marks the first setback since 
an effort to get rid of slow zones began in 
late 2007. 

CTA officials said it remains their goal 
to eliminate slow zones, which rank as the 
No. I complaint among train customers.

while the stretch of the Blue Line between 
O’Hare and Logan Square has seen the

Transit agency officials said there is 
no lack of commitment to wipe out slow 
zones. Rather, the work was put mostly 
on hold over the winter because of tough 
weather conditions, they said. With an 
older rail system, even a slight hiatus will 
result in longer commutes than they expe- 
rienced only a few months ago. 

“With the freeze-and-thaw cycles, 60- 
year-old tracks will continue to deterio- 
rate,” CTA spokeswoman Sheila Gregory 
said.

The CTA operates 224 miles of track over 
eight rail lines. A project to replace rotted 
rail ties and rusty tracks reduced slow 
zones from 23 percent of total trackage in 
October 2007 to 7 percent in December 
2008.

first week of March was 43 minutes, the 
CTA said, basing the data on the agency’s 
QuicTrak system, which uses track cir- 
cuits along the rail system to measure train 
occupancy and travel times. 

Before the Blue Line slow-zone work,

“Now, for all the Tar Heels who are watching, I 
picked you last year— you let me down,” Obama 
said.

Among the other notable selections, Obama 
picked loth-seeded Matyland to beat No. 7 seed 
California in the West Regional, fifth-seeded 
Florida State to make the round of 16, and No. ii 
seed Virginia Commonwealth to beat UCLA.

Their eats: Though first-time restaurant owner 
Hector Pena calls his new Logan Square 
eatery “a coffee shop with gourmet healthy 
eating,” the term “coffee shop” doesn’t quite 
do Cafe Bella justice. For starters, a four-year 
vet of longtime Chicago special-occasion spot 
Ambria, Cesar Casas, is in the kitchen. 

Casas’ weekday menu at the bright, airy 
35-seat cafe includes light appetizers such as 
skewers (chicken, steak, shrimp 
or veggie), ceviche, quesadillas, 
salads and sandwiches such as 
the signature Caribbean chicken 
($5.95), a spicy jerk- and herb- 
seasoned chicken breast topped 
with yellow squash, zucchini, 
roasted red peppers, lettuce, 
tomato and onion served on 
ciabatta. 

For now. Cafe Bella is serving just a hand- 
ful of dinner entrees on weekends (Friday- 
Sunday) only Options change weekly, but one 
dish Casas says is likely to return is a braised 


lamb shank served with orzo ($12.95). Call 
mid-week to hear dinner specials for the 
upcoming weekend. 

“We plan on expanding in the future,” Casas 
says, hinting at plans to eventually turn the 
cafe into more of a bar and bistro. “We’re test- 
ing the waters for now.” In other words, get in 
while you can, and while it’s still BYOB.

Bad economy 
can’t keep this 
festival down

For the nearly 2,000 acts performing at South 
by Southwest in Austin, Texas, this week, the 
odds of success would seem insurmountable. 

The music industry is a wreck and the 
economy is in disarray This is not an oppor- 
tune time for a band looking to land a record 
deal or sell a lot of records. 

But economy be damned, those are among 
the chief goals for the flood of acts descend- 
ing on Austin for the 23rd annual SXSW Music 
Conference and Festival. Musicians were never 
known for their business acumen, anyway 
“It is kind of one of those classic ‘Is the glass 
half-empty or half- full?’ kind of situations, 
and we tend to have the optimistic spirit at 
South by Southwest,” says Brent Grulke, cre- 
ative director of SXSW. 

Running until early Sunday morning, 
SXSW is an oddity For four nights that began 
Wednesday, practically every venue in down- 
town Austin hosts shows, sandwiched together 
every hour and often grouped into showcases 
put on by record labels and sponsors. 

It’s an extravagant, frenzied party that could 
seem incongruous to lean times. Grulke says 
despite economic pressures, SXSW this year 
has more bands than ever before, though he 
did acknowledge registrations for the music 
conference (which follows film and interac- 
tive conferences) are down slightly 

SXSW is partly designed as an industry dia- 
logue on the business, with panel discussions 
(one example: “There’s Still a Lot of Money 
in Songwriting”) and speeches taking place 
throughout the week. This year, the keynote 
address will be given by Quincy Jones. Devo, 
the Hold Steady and Steven Van Zandt also 
will be interviewed on stage. 


But the energy of SXSW ultimately comes 
from the concerts. The focus is on perfor- 
mance, and concert-going remains one of the 
few fairly healthy parts of the music industry 
“Live music has always been the most criti- 
cal component of most bands’ careers, and 
that’s obviously something we’ve featured,” 
Grulke says. “We’ve really been much more 
appealing to people that are do-it-yourself, 
make-your-own-career sort of folks.” 

The swarms of registrants will surely 
gravitate to shows by some of the popular 
names in indie music: The Decemberists, 
Andrew Bird, Grizzly Bear, M. Ward, No Age , 
Camera Obscura, Glasvegas and Austin’s own 
Explosions in the Sky 

Bigger names also often drop into SXSW 
to shore up indie cred and make a splash. 
Metallica, there to promote their new Guitar 
Hero videogame, will perform a semisecret 
show. Kanye West confirmed that he’ll also 
perform. And Big Boi of OutKast is expected 
to put on a showcase to preview his upcoming 
solo effort.

Final battle 

Sci Fi giant *Battiestar Gaiactica’ wraps up series at United Nations

It seemed fitting that the ragtag fleet’s 
journey ended at the United Nations. 

Since the 2003 debut of “Battlestar 
Galactica,” which ends its run in spectac- 
ular style Friday, the drama has depicted 
the remnants of humanity in a desper- 
ate struggle for survival. During its four 
seasons, they not only endured the worst 
that their Cylon enemies had to dish out, 
they discovered the darkest impulses that 
lurked in their own hearts. 

As a method of resistance, they used 
suicide bombers. To get information, they 
tortured Cylons. When they suspected 
treason, they turned on one another and 
tossed traitors out the ship’s air lock. They 
constantly struggled to balance human 
rights with the precarious security of the 
fleet, which started out with around 30,000 
survivors but lost thousands along the way 

“We saw ... good people making real- 
ly ugly choices,” moderator Whoopi 
Goldberg said near the end of Tuesday’s 
two-hour “BSG” panel at the UN head- 
quarters in NewTbrk. 

The panel, which included executive 
producers Ronald Moore and David Eick 
and stars Mary McDonnell and Edward 
James Olmos as well as four UN officials, 
was organized by the UN as part of a new 
effort to link the organization’s concerns 
to the creative community

“BSG” isn’t quite done on Friday. “The 
Plan,” a two-hour, Cylon-centric movie 
shot last year, “probably ” will air in the 
fall, Sci Fi Channel executive Mark Stern 
told Maureen Ryan. 


Galactica” is set in a fictional universe, 
the UN representatives praised the show 
for its depiction of the ways in which war, 
torture, deprivation and terrorism affect 
real people. 

Robert Orr, an anti-terrorism expert 
and the UN’s assistant secretary-general 
for policy planning, spoke after the audi- 
ence was shown a “Batdestar” clip in which 
military leader Saul Tigh (Michael Hogan) 
defends the use of suicide bombers against 
the Cylons. 

“I’ve heard these words from people. 
But they weren’t actors,” Orr said. 

Craig Mokhiber, deputy director of 
the New York office of the UN’s High 
Commissioner for Human Rights, talked 
about how the show, via the human-Cylon 
struggle for dominance, examined “this 
idea of the Other— defining human beings 
as being the Other so that we can dehuman- 
ize them and ultimately destroy them.” 

“We are aU entitled to a social and inter- 
national order in which all of the rights 
and freedoms of the Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights can be fully realized, 
regardless of race, sex, language or reli- 


gion,” Mokhiber said. 

Soon after that statement, Olmos’ grav- 
elly voice rumbled across the hall. 

“ Yju should have never invited me here,” 
he chuckled. While praising Mokhiber’s 
efforts, he objected to the use of the word 
“race” as a “cultural determinant.” 

After expanding his point on how the 
construct of race had been used to jus- 
tify oppression, he said loudly, “There is 
but one race! So say we all!” There was 
vociferous applause, and chants of the 
“Battlestar” catchphrase reverberated 
through the chamber. 

“The series is winding down this week,” 
Goldberg said near the end of the session. 
“What do you want people to take away 
from it?” 

Moore’s first response was to say that he 
hoped that people were entertained. 

“We challenged the audience in a lot of 
ways,” Moore said. “We made them ques- 
tion their heroes; we had them rooting for 
villains. We had them trying to grapple with 
really complex moral and ethical dilemmas 
in the guise of a weekly television series 
about killer robots in outer space. 

“I guess ifyou watched this series andyou 
decided to think about some of the issues 
that ‘Batdestar Galactica’ talked about, if 
what you end up believing at the end is the 
exact same thingyou thought in the begin- 
ning— at least you thought about it.”

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Natasha Richardson 
dead after accident

Natasha Richardson, the British actress from 
one of the world’s great acting families, died 
Wednesday after suffering a head injury from 
a skiing accident. She was 45. 

Alan Nierob, the L.A.-based publicist for 
Richardson’s husband, actor Liam Neeson, 
confirmed her death in a written statement. 

“Liam Neeson, his sons, and the entire 
family are shocked and devastated by the 
tragic death of their beloved Natasha,” the 
statement said. “They are profoundly grateful 
for the support, love and prayers of everyone, 
and ask for privacy during this very difficult 
time.” 

The statement did not give details on the 
cause of death for Richardson, who suffered a 
head injury when she fell on a beginner’s trail 
during a private ski lesson at the luxury Mont 
Tremblant ski resort in Quebec. She was hos- 
pitalizedTuesday in Montreal and later flown 
to a hospital in New "York City 

Family members had been seen coming 
and going from the New "York hospital where 
Richardson reportedly was taken. 

Actress Vanessa Redgrave, Richardson’s 
mother, arrived in a car with darkened win- 
dows and was taken through a garage when 
she arrived at the Lenox Hill Hospital on 
Manhattan’s LIpper East Side at around 5 p.m. 
Wednesday An hour earlier, Richardson’s sis- 



ter, Joely arrived alone and was swarmed by 
the media as she entered through the back of 
the hospital. 

Richardson’s films include “Gothic,” ‘A 
Month in the Country,” “Nell” (in which she 
appeared with her future husband), “The 
Parent Trap” and “Maid in Manhattan.”
